Spread outside of roll w ith remain­ 
i n g whipped cream. Decorate with 
-candied cherries. Chill in gas re­ 
frigerator about 3 hours. To serve, 
slice diagonally at a 45 degree 
angle about l-inch thick. Makes 6 
to 8 servings. 


Nesselrode Fruit Cake Pudding 


1 1/8 C. top milk or coffee cream 
2 egg yolks, beaten 
tup. amit 
1/3 C. iii ga* 
2 egg whitoa

2 Tbsp, sugar 
I C. whipping cream 
I tsp. vanilla 
8 C. fruit cake crumbs 
a4 C. crushed pineapple 


Scald milk or cream. Peat egg 
yolks with salt and sugar. Add 


scalded milk slowly. Cook over 
simmer flame, stirring constantly, 
until mixture thickens and coats 
the spoon. Remove from flame and 
place in pan of cold water to cool.

For Dr. Stevenson, County Native 


A special memorial fund in the 
honor of the late Dr. 
Frank E. 
Stevenson is 
being 
e o 11 e c ted 
through the Children’s Hospital Re­ 
search Foundation of Cincinnati. 
Dr. Stevenson, who was born 
and reared on a farm near Cir­ 
cleville and is buried here, 
be­ 
cam e loved in the Cincinnati area 
for his care of children. He re­ 
ceived many awards for his out­ 
standing 
achievements 
in 
the 
field of pediatrics. 
During his service, many p e r ­ 
sons from 
this community were 
treated by him. He is survived here 
by three brothers. 
Following is a letter which has 
been 
sent 
to 
4,000 
physicians, 
friends and parents of patients w ith 
whom Dr. Stevenson cam e in con- i 
tact:

“ IMMEDIATELY following the 
death of Dr. Frank E. Stevenson on j 
July 9. 1953, his family and a few 
close friends conceived the appro­ 
priateness of establishing a “ Frank 
E. Stevenson Memorial Fund” to' 
be administered by the College of 
Medicine of the University of Cin­ 
cinnati. Within a few weeks, 
the 
total of many small gifts, made in 
lieu of funeral flowers, passed the 
thousand dollar mark. In early Oc­ 
tober the attending staff of t h e 
Children’s hospital voted a dona-1 
tion of $1,000. At the time of this 


writing, without further solicitation 
defining how the mone> is to be 
expended, the Memorial Fund con­ 
tains approximately $3,000. 
“ At its first Fall meeting in Sep­ 
tember, 
the Cincinnati Pediatric 
Society evinced great interest in 
this memorial and expressed 
the 
hope that the 
fund would 
grow 
large enough to become a living 
and lasting monument of esteem to 
a colleague universally loved and 
respected. A committee was ap­ 
pointed to consult with 
relatives, 
friends and associates and to for­ 
mulate a recommendation concern­ 
ing the most fitting use of t h e 
fund. The report of this committee 
received the Society’s approval in 
November. The fund will be used 
to create fellowships to promote the 
education of graduate physicians in 
that field of medicine which held 
Frank Stevenson’s prim ary inter­ 
est, namely, infectious disease. 
“ Frank Stevenson lived a life of 
selfless service to others. As a 
great teacher he contributed signif­ 
icantly to the knowledge and skill 
of thousands of medical students, 
interns, residents, graduate physi­ 
cians and nurses. Through t h e m 
what 
he accomplished lives on. 
Possessed not only of knowledge 
but also of an unusually conscien­ 
tious devotion to the ideals of his 
profession, he was a preferred doc­ 
tor for doctors’ children and a pre­ 


ferred consultant for the practition­ 
e r ’s puzzling patients. Because of 
the vast number of pupils, physi­ 
cians, and families influenced by 
and indebted to Dr. Stevenson and 
because this letter is being sent to 
as many as can be reached, it is 
not unreasonable to hope that 
a 
memorial fund can be raised 
in 
excess of a hundred thousand dol­ 
lars. Income from such a sum could 
provide a fitting 
and 
perpetual 
tribute. 
“ Many friends have a l r e a d y 
made 
gifts: 
others 
have 
been 
awaiting announcement of the form 
the memorial will take. Contribu­ 
tions are now being solicited both 
from those who have 
not given 
previously and also from those who 
wish to expand prior gifts toward 
the end of realization of a defined 
objective. Checks should be drawn 
in favor of “ The Frank E Steven­ 
son Memorial Fund” and forward­ 
ed in the enclosed envelope. Since 
the Fund will be administered by 
the University of Cincinnati, con-

FUTURE heart and lung prob­ 
lems can be forecast for m any of 
the children born w ith abnor­ 
m alities of their chest wall. 
One of these com m on abnor­ 
m alities 
is 
known 
as "funnel 
chest.” In this disease, the breast 
bone, In its lower portion, pro­ 
jects instead of being straight 
and even. In m any instances, the : 
am ount of inward projection is 
only slight and will not cause any 
disability. 
G reat Depression 
However, w hen the breast bone 
is depressed to a great degree, it 
can cause com pression of the 
heart and lungs and m ay cause 
the child m uch difficulty later on 
In life. The capacity of the lungs 
to expand Is lim ited by the de- ] 
pressed breast bone. 
A num ber of these children 
with funnel chest, if the condi­ 
tion is not corrected, will go on 
to have heart enlargem ent, short­ 
ness of breath, blue coloring of 
the skin and other heart sym p ­ 
tom s due to the effect of the pres­ 
sure of the chest wall against the 
heart. It m ay also play a part In 
their increased susceptibility to 
other lung infections, such as 
colds and bronchitis. 
Certain children go through 


severe psychological or m ental rn 
difficulty because of this defect. 
Their sunken chest may even be 
the subject of ridicule from their 
classm ates. 
A funnel chest Is most often 
discovered 
in 
infancy. 
It can 
usually be corrected very simply 
by just freeing some ligaments 
and muscles. 
However, in m any instances, it 
Is thought best to wait until the 
child is between two and six years 
of age before surgery is attem pt- { 
ed. 
Extensive 
operations 
m ust 
often be performed in order to 
correct this defect. 
The results are very gratifying 
in m ost cases. Even in adults, re­ 
lief of heart pressure and other 
im provem ents can be expected 
after the defect has been prop­ 
erly corrected. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER

way I can stop this habit? 
Answer: By encouraging her 
towards other endeavors and not 
paying too much attention to this 
habit, you m ight discourage it.

If you are short of feed and your 
pasture took a beating last Fall, get 
on it late this Winter with a good 
charge of nitrogen. That will 
do 
three things: bring on the grass a 
couple 
of weeks 
earlier; 
make 
more forage during the season; in­ 
crease the protein in the forage. 
The best way to get a legume 
stand is to use the new band seed­ 
ing method. This has been tested 
at a num ber of places, but one re­ 
port was made by Michigan State 
College agronomists.

BETHLEHEM, Jordan—When is 
Christmas? 
For yo-u it Is Bec. 25. But here 
to the town where 
Christ 
was 
born there are three Christmases. 
Catholics and Protestants cele­ 
brate Dec. 25 here just as they do 
in most of the Western World. East­ 
ern Christians 
(Greek Orthodox, 
(■^•Ethiopian, Coptic, Assyrian; cele­ 
b r a t e Jan. 7. Armenian Christians 
celebrate Jan. 18. 
The Greeks use, the pre-Gregor- 
ian calendar, 13 days behind the 
one used in the West. The Armen­ 
ian date is based on ideas rejected 
by other groups a few centuries af­ 
ter the birth of Christ. 
rn * rn 


THE PEOPLE of Bethlehem do 
equal honor to each of the three 
guiles. The city council an d'Jordan 
officials attend all three services. 
Perhaps it is fortunate that the 
three factions disagree as to the 
date, because all three have a part 
in the care of the holy p l a c e s . 
There is much friction and if all 
tried to celebrate Christm as on the 
sam e day there might be more. 
The Greeks and Armenians seem 
to have been on the ground first. 
Their monks in Bethlehem began 
p a r i n g for the Grotto of the Nativ­ 
ity in the Fourth Century. It was 
only after the Moslem 
conquests 
and especially at the tim e of the 
Crusades that the Latins began to 
take an important part in the work. 
The first Basilica of the Nativ­ 


ity was built in 330 A.D. by the 
Emperor Constantine. The mo­ 
saic floor of this church was re­ 
discovered in 1934. 
Since the Crusades, open 
a n d 
sometimes bloody fights have been 
waged between Latins and Geeks 
over rights in the holy places. They 
became more bitter after the Turk­ 
ish conquest in 1517 when the Turks 
began to use the battles in bargain­ 
ing with the West. 
In the 16th, 17th and 18th Cen­ 
turies the grotto and sanctuary 
changed hands many times, often 
with much bloodshed. In 1757 the 
Turkish sultan froze rights of wor­ 
ship in the holy places. They have 
been unchanged since despite at­ 
tempts by ruse, diplomacy and 
force to make changes. 
* * * 
THE GREEK Orthodox Church 
has the dominant position in the 
Church of the Nativity, the Grotto 
of the Nativity and the sanctuary. 
But the Latins and Armenians each 
have an adjacent convent and each 
is responsible for certain very def­ 
inite parts of grotto and church. 
The division goes down to such de­ 
tails as lamps, candles and other 
subsidiary items. Even 
today 
a 
fight can be started if one faction 
presum es to encroach upon the pre­ 
serves of the other. 
There is still a silent conflict over 
who should own which lam p or al­ 
tar and who should worship where, 
passing through which door. 
But conflict has served only to 
maintain the traditional character 
of the Christmas rites around the 
scene 
of 
Christ’s 
b i r t h . 
The 
churches have been destroyed, gut­ 
ted and rebuilt many tim es through 
the centuries, but the ceremonies 
continue. 
Since the Jewish-Arab war, Jo r­ 
dan officials have taken an increas­ 
ing interest in all the services. But 
the interest in the Western Christ­ 
mas has been especially keen since 
Western tourists show greater in­ 
terest in Christmas pilgrimages.

Salva­ 
tion Army, began to be heard. 
Today “the Army” has 
grown 
into a powerful wide spread relig­ 
ious and welfare organization that 
adjusts its work to fit the problems 
of humanity all over the w o r I d. 
However, it is still an army of 
peace, and its spiritual purpose is 
paramount. 
Its officers and soldiers, with 
hearts dedicated to God, and hands 
held out to mankind, carry on their 
services not as the doling out of 
alms, but as practical Christians at 
work. 
* * • 
THROUGH THESE services, the 
erring, the bewildered, the unfor­ 
tunate, are restored to their proper 
relationship with God and fellow 
man. In every corner of the world 
you will find the Salvation Army. 
As the holiday 
s e a s o n ap­ 
proaches, we will again hear the 
strains of music over the noise of 
the crowds, and see the blue coated 
men and women, the red kettles, 
and the tinkling bells. 
Behind this street corner scene 
lies a story unknown to many, and 
usually surprising in its scope. For 
out of those red kettles will come 
Christmas joy for many who other­ 
wise would have no celebration at 
all.

THE AGED and friendless, the 
underprivileged children, the i 11, 
the patients in veterans’ hospitals, 
inmates of prisons—all of these 
will be remembered.

Here are some interesting figures 
from the S. A, files: This year, as

Another 450,000 will s i t 
down to Christmas dinners given to 
them by the Salvation Army — and 
600,000 children will open their eyes 
on Christmas morning to see that, 
once more, Santa has come.

The Salvation Army seeks always 
to provide a “ church for those who 
1 have no church.”

Since the start of World War I, 
j the work of the Salvation Army 
with our armed forces has

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Yule Observance Once Was Illegal 
In Colony Of The Pilgrim Fathers 


parations for building the first 
homes. 


Bv LAURA FENNER 
PLYMOUTH. Mass.—Two impor­ 
tant days of celebration, December 
21 and December 25, are observed 
in this community each year and 
that in spite of the fact that it was 
once illegal here to observe Christ­ 
mas or any other day in a festive 
manner. 
Indeed, if the law was broken 
each celebrator was fined five 
^ 
shillings and doubtless he was 
frowned upon by all law-abiding 
citizens. 
In spite of the fact that our pre­ 
sent-day Thanksgiving celebration 
stems from the first one on this 
continent, November, 1621, and at 
this place, a law was 
passed 
38 
years later making celebrations il­ 
legal. 
One finds in the Dictionary of 
American History this startling re- 
'jPminder: “The Puritans objected to 
the observance of Christmas on 
two counts; first on the ground of 
its pagan origin; second, they dis­ 
liked even more the excesses which 
had grown up about its celebration. 
* * * 
“A LAW FORBIDDING its ob­ 
servance was passed by the Gen­ 
eral Court of Massachusetts Bay 
(May ll, 1659) w'hich stated that, 
( ‘Whosoever shall be found observ­ 
i n g any such days as Christmas or 
the like, either by forbearing la­ 
bor, feasting, or any other way— 


shall pay for every 
five shillings.’ ’’ 
such offense 


That law was on the books for 
many years; 
in fact', Massachu­ 
setts had been celebrating Christ­ 
mas just as zealously as any other 
state for a century or so when the 
law 
was 
brought to light 
and 
promptly abolished. 
For years one of the most im­ 
portant days in this community is 
Forefathers’ Day, observed on Dec. 
21, the date on which the Pilgrim 
fathers stepped ashore on the fam­ 
ed Rock and made the important 
decision that this was the place to 
build their homes and settle per­ 
manently. 
The feast dish on Forefathers* 
Day is Plymouth succotash, a 
real Pilgrim recipe, and it is 
made in quantity at restaurants 
as well as in home kitchens, be­ 
cause, authority states “it grows 
better each time it is reheated 
and there is never too much.” 
It is made of corned beef, fowl, 
beans, acorn and other vegetables 
and into its making goes hours of 
slow cooking and special prepara­ 
tion. 
Little is knowm about Christmas, 
1620, other than the ship Mayflower 
was anchored in Cape Cod and that 
the women and children stayed 
close aboard while the men of the 
company were ashore making pre 


WHEN ASKED recently regard­ 
ing the subject. John H. 
Golden, 
secretary of the Plymouth 
Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, said, “ I have 
been told by one who is an author­ 
ity on Pilgrim history that Christ­ 
mas was observed, but the men of 
necessity had to work on their 
homes on that day as well as on 
Sundays, in order to protect them­ 
selves from the weather.” 
It is well known, however, 
that 
the first winter took a terrific toll 
in the Pilgrim population. Of the 
102 who hopefully sailed from Ply­ 
mouth, England on Sept. 16, 1620, 
half that number died ' before the 


following spring. They were buried 
; on the hill above the harbor. 
In more recent years the 
bones 
; of many of the Pilgrims were dis­ 
interred and removed to a 
sarco­ 
phagus at the foot of the hill 
and 
not far from Plymouth Rock. On it 
are engraved the names of the 
men, women and children who died 
that dreadful winter. 
In the cemetery, established soon 
! after, are to be seen the graves of 
many of the first settlers and their 
descendants including the grave of 
Gov. William Bradford. Governor 
Bradford served the colony for 32 
years. The inscription on his grave­ 
stone is one every American should 
ponder. It is: 
7 “ Do not relinquish what the Fa­ 
thers with difficulty attained.”

The most beloved carol of the 
many that are sung in all parts of 
the world is “Silent Night” t h a t 
simple and tender German song. 
Its origin wfas unknown for many 
years. Recent research, however, 
disclosed that it was written by Jo­ 
seph Mohr, an assistant priest in 
Oberndorf in South Germany. The 
melody was composed by a school­ 
master, Franz Gruber. 
The poet and the composer 
were part of the choir that sang 
the carol for the first time on 
Christmas Eve in the Oberndorf f 
church in 1818. 
The night it was sung the small 
churchs organ was out of order 
and the choir sang to the accom­ 
paniment of a guitar. 
Since then the carol has b e e n 
sung to the tune of almost every 
musical instrument in the w'orld 
and in the languages of nearly all 
men.

Christmas cards arc so much a 
part of the modern Yule season 
that one seldom stops to wonder 
how the idea originated and 
by 


whom. 
This 
simple 
idea of wishing 
your friends a Merry Christmas 
brought honor and knighthood to 
the originator, 
Henry 
Cole, 
a 
middleclass Englishman. 
Cole mailed his cards on a De­ 
cem ber day in 1846 The cards de­ 
picted a Victorian family 
assem­ 
bled at the festive board and the 
traditional 
Christmas custom 
of 
giving to the poor 
They also bore the now-classic 
greeting “ A Merry Christmas and 
a Happy New Year to you.”

Dr Moore was an aloof professor 
of Greek and Oriental literature in 
the Episcopal Seminary in New 
York. He w rote the poem on Christ­ 
mas Eve 1822 and read it to his 
seven children. 
He had not planned for the poem 
I to go further than his own family, 
but a relative who was visiting the 
Moores put a copy in her 
diary 
The next year the relative's father 
i sent it to a newspaper.

As Holy City for three

city in history.

day as the capital of Israel, it 
is 
once more the capital of

raeli. Yet it still is the third holy 
city of Islam , ranking im m ediately 
after Mecca and Medina, 
and as 
the site of the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher shares with Bethlehem 
(| the most sacred places associated 
wit Jesus Christ. 
The old Christm as carol says of 
Bethlehem 
that “ the hopes and 
fears of all the years are m et 
in 
thee tonight,” but experts on 
the 
flunetuating fortunes of Jerusalem 
maintain today that in 
the turbu­ 
lent strife between E ast and W est 
it applies today to the Holy City it­ 
self.

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Little 'Disme' Still Is Playing 
Large Role In History Of U.S. 


The dime, littlest coin of the 
retain, has played a big role in the 
development of America. 
It was for the d i m e — or 
“disme” as we spelled it then— 
that Thomas Jefferson fought in 
1784. It symbolized the decimal 
system for American money, a 
system which had vocal opposi­ 
tion among some early American 
leaders. 
Were it not for Mr. Jefferson, 
who thought it simpler to count by 
tens, we probably never w o ti I d 
have known the dime. A group led 
by banker Robert M o r r i s felt 
strongly along the lines of adopting 
an existing foreign currency sys­ 
tem—something, say, like francs or 
shillings—with which colonists w ere 
already familiar. 
But Mr. Jefferson, a forceful 
man, held his ground, and the 
disme came into being. The word 
“disme” was derived from 
the 
French “dixme,” meaning tenth. 
• • • 
A FEW were minted in 1792 
w'hen the first mint went into op­ 
eration in Philadelphia, but it was 
1796 before our solvent forbears 
were jingling mint-made dimes in 
their pockets in any number. 
Earlier, 
“dismes” 
and 
“half- 
dismes” wrere made from hand cut 
dies when the need 
for small 
change arose among the founding 
fathers. Word has it that a portion 
of Martha Washington’s silverware 
was melted down to make the first 
“half-dismes.” 
Other than the early hand-cut ef­ 
forts, dimes have not c h a n g e d 
much over the years, according to 
numismatists, and therefore held 
little challenge for the coin collect­ 
ing set. 
Most changes In the eight types 
of dimes have concerned Winged 
Liberty. Some engravings have 
her arm draped, others expose a 
discreet bit of elbow. She h a s 
faced both ways during her his­ 
tory on the 10-cent piece. But, on 
the whole, dimes have been fair­ 
ly consistent and in good supply. 
The March of Dimes, as such, 
came into being in 1938 when the 
nation’s people rose to m a r c h 
against an epidemic disease—hold­ 
ing forth the dime as their symbol 
of might. The name, first suggest­ 
ed by Eddie Cantor, made t h e 


dime synonymous with the fight 
against polio. 
Symbolism on the Winged Liber­ 
ty dime is significant to the fight 
being waged by the 
March 
of 
Dimes, as well as to a free nation. 
The olive branch signifies strength 
through unity; the battle ax sym­ 
bolizes preparedness to defend; 
and the torch on the 
Roosevelt 
dime is the torch of freedom.

THE FRANKLIN D. Roosevelt 
dime, which has been minted since 
1946, was a major departure in en­ 
graving for the country’s littlest 
coin. It joined an exclusive fratern­ 
ity—with the Lincoln penny, t h e 
Jefferson nickel and the Washing­ 
ton quarter—as one of the o n l y 
portrait coins minted for general 
use in this country. 
The Roosevelt dime was engrav­ 
ed by John R. Sinnock, chief en­ 
graver of the U. S. mint and de­ 
signer of the Purple Heart Medal. 
Some one billion Roosevelt dimes 
have been minted since then. 
Before dropping dimes into the 
nearest March of Dimes coin con­ 
tainer. it may be well to glance 
quickly at the date. There was a 
bearish m arket in dimes back in 
1894 and only 24 were issued. Such 
a dime would be marked 1894-S and 
should 
bring 
about $2,500 from 
your nearest numismatist. 
There also is a shortage of 1844 
dimes—but no one seems to know 
why. The mint issued 72,500 that 
year, but they seem to have van­ 
ished. 
Vanished, too, are the dimes of 
the National Foundation for Infan­ 
tile Paralysis, which were collect­ 
ed in the 1953 March of Dimes. 
These have been used to provide 
needed care for polio victims over 
the nation and to win another round 
in the research battle against the 
: nation’s crippler. 
Meanwhile, the dime, symbol of 
liberty, needs help to make it pos­ 
sible for a nation to walk in free­ 
dom from polio.

O f Santa Dates 


Back 1,600 Years 


Santa Claus is the Yuletide fav­ 
orite with millions of families 
throughout the world. While he Is 
always there when the Christmas 
tree arrives, few persons know 
about his “family tree,” which 
dates back almost 1,600 years. 
Jolly old Santa, as 
we 
know 
him is the direct lineal descend­ 
ant of Saint Nicholas the Won­ 
der-Worker, Bishop of Myra in 
Lycia, Asia Minor (modern Tur­ 
key), in the Fourth Century. 
Ancient Greek manuscripts de­ 
scribe Nicholas as the son of 
wealthy parents who dedicated 
himself to graciousness and kind­ 
ness after nearly losing his life in 
a shipwreck during a pilgrimage 
to the Holy Land. After his death 
on Dec. 6, supposedly in 343 
A. I)., Europeans started cele­ 
brate the date as St. Nicholas 
Day, a joyful occasion for the ex­ 
change of gifts and toys. 
In those days, the children 


were told that the thin, white- 
bearded saint would arrive on a 
prancing white horse. 
At the time of the Reform­ 
ation, the aura of holiness around 
St. Nicholas started to fade, and 


he turned into a legendary friend 
of all children. Gradually, also, 
the gift-giving was shifted to 
Christmas.
